Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or suggest a photocurable composition comprising a photocurable 
monomer; reactive particles; and a photoinitiator, said reactive particles having a 
crosslinked elastomeric core and a shell of reactive groups on the core surface, wherein 
said reactive groups are epoxy, unsaturated or hydroxyl groups, and wherein the 
crosslinked elastomeric core comprises a crosslinked polysiloxane material. The 
closest prior art is U.S. Patent Application Publication Number 2002/0132872 to 
Yamamura et al., which discloses a photocurable resin composition having reactive 
particles with an elastomeric core. However, Yamamura does not disclose the reactive 
particle to have a crosslinked polysiloxane elastomeric core.
